"Union Democrat," published at Canton, in 
Trigg county : passed. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. WHITAKER asked leave to intro- 
duce a preamble and a series of resolutions 
in relation to the secession of South Carolina 
and other States, that they might be ordered 
to be printed: granted. 

They were read for information, and are 
as follows, viz: 

Wiikbeas, On the 20th day of December last, a 
Convcnlion, iu the Stale of South Carolina, passed 
an ordinance of secession, at a time when all the 
department! of the Government were under the 
control of those opposed to the present Adminis- 
tralion; proceeded to throw uff the authority of 
the Constitution, and of the Government of the 
United States, and to wage war against it, by 
overthrowing its courts; by setting its Custom- 
houses and rereuues; and by assuming and exer- 
cising the right to regulate and tax foreign and, 
inter-State commerce; by taking forcible posses- 
sion of its arsenals; by levying war taxes, aud 
mustering troops; by taking possession, with arm- 
ed forces, of undefended national forts; by plant- 
ing batteries around, and regularly investing 
Suuipter, garrisoned by troops of the nation, un- 
der command of an officer of the Government, 
and a loyal citizen of tail Slate; by cutting off the 
supplies of the garrison; and, finally, by bom- 
barding the fort, hauling down its flag, and tak- 
ing prisoner its defenders. 

And, Whereas, these unconstitutional and revo- 
lutionary acts were followed und participated in 
by Conventions, culled and elected by predomi- 
nant portious of the people of other States; fre- 
quently aggravated by treachery to the Govern- 
ment, and forcible seizure and spoliation of its 
ports, property, on land and sea; its customs and 
revenues, aud consolidated and rendered formida- 
able by revolutionary, State, aud confederate 
Governments, assuming, without waitiug for the 
consent of the people. 

And, Whereas, these responsible and fatal 
measures were precipitated, w ithout consultation 
or co-operation with other States of this Union, 
and particularly Kentucky — always suffering 
more than them all under the grievanocs assigned 
for these acts, and to suffer still more than all the 
consequences of revolution ; but, in every in- 
stance, the ruling power in each seceding Slate, 
claiming and exercising the right of separate ac- 
tion, regardless of the interests, honor, and sacred 
rights of the other States, or the binding force of 
the Federal compact, and sometimes (as in Vir- 
ginia) iu open violation of the solemn Legislative 
act, and the will of the people. 

Aud, Whereas, During the progress of these 
extraordinary and warlike proceedings, the Fed- 
erul Government, and the several States now loyal 
to the I'nion, refrained from aggression and war 
towards the seceding powers; levied no taxes; 
planted no batteries; mustered no troops inarms, 
until the supplies of its feeble garrison were cut 
off, its fort bombarded, its soldiers taken prisoner, 
aud its flag hauled down, and supplanted by a 
banner unknown to the Constitution and history 
of this Republic; and its capital, bearing the name 
of Washington, threatened with assault, capture 
and pillage. 

And, Whereas, The people of Kentucky, true 

to the memory and spirit of their ancestors 

abounding in a common lore to the people of all 
these free and equal States, aud placing a high 
and incalculable valuo upon that liberty aud 
union which was, and is, their inalienable inher- 
itance and right — deplored and condemned these 
revolutionary proceedings in the beginning, dur- 
ing their progress, and now more and more de- 
plore and condemn them, and cannot any longer, 
without disregard to their honor, their interests, 
their rights, and their very liberty and safety, re- 
main silent and quiescent; therefore, 9 

We, the llejirctcntativci of the People of the State 
of Kentuek;/, Declare that the doctrine of seces 
sion finds no warrant in the Constitution; that the 
right of revolution against Government, perverted 
into an engine of oppression, or for the achieve- 
ment of liberty exists and is sacred; that no suf 
ficient cause for revolution on the part of the peo 
plo who have taken Bp arms against the Govern 
uicnt existed, nor does it exist; and it is, there- 
fore, their duty to lay down their arms; cease to 
aggre e s upon the Government, aud to prosecute 
their rights in the Union aud under the Consti- 
tution; that the people of this State have no 
heart for this war, and w : ll continue, as hereto- 
fore, by peaceable discussion and compromise, to 
labor for their own rights and security; for the 
cessation of hostilities between the Government 
and its citizens, and for the restoration and perpe- 
tuity of the Union; but that the Union of the 
States, and the fraternity of their people, is a ne- 
cessity to Kentucky, for all her interests, all her 
hopes, all her liberties, arc bound up in it; if all 
her history and traditions, all the virtue, nil tin 
intelligence, all the patriotism of all her genera 
lions are not delusions or falsehoods. Therefore, 
Wc further decl'irc, That our interests and duty 
I are with the I'nion und the Govt rntnent of our 
country, and nor with the enemies of both, and, if 
forced by the violence and injustice of those in 
arms against us, white we will never consent to 
the overthrow of the Constitutional rights of the 
people of any of the States, we w ill combat revo 
lution in defense of oursch cs and our fellow-coun- 
trymen, within and without the seceded States, so 
long as the Government shall act in defense of its 
Capital, the honor of its flag, and its coustitu 
tional functions. 

Mr. IRVAN offered the following as i 
substitute, viz:

"I, Resolved, That the Governor he directed to 
transmit a copy of the foregoing preamble and 
resolutions to the Presidents of the united States 
and of the seceded States, and to tho Governor's 
of each Of the thirty-four States.
